_ Yesterday, a fourth acquaintance of Pamela 
Smart, 19-year-old Raymond Fowler of Sea- 
brook, was arraigned in Derry District Court on 
a charge of attempted murder in connection with 


the alleged plot. Fowler entered no plea. 


On Monday, William Flynn, 16, pleaded 
guilty to second-degree murder in the May 1 
1990, shooting death of Gregory Smart, a 24- 
year-old insurance salesman, in the couple’s 
Derry condominium. Patrick (Pete) Randall, 17, 
and Vance Lattime Jr., 18, pleaded guilty to be- 
ing accomplices to second-degree murder. -
